House went into committee of ways 
and moans, .Mr. lli--iiiM in tliu chair. 

In cominitteo it was resolved, that to- 
wards making "good tlio supply granted to 
Her Mnjesiy, tho follow tin,' sums be 
t,'raiile(l out of the crnisolidated revenue 
unul of tlie province of r.riti.sh Cohnnbia:

Tho resolution was reported to the 
lioiise and adopted. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented ti bill for 
the ])iirpi>He of ;4iantinL; certain .slims of 
money for tlio public heivice. 

House went into cotiiinitlec, Mr. llig- 
gins in tho chair. 

Bill was reported to the house, adopted 
-and read a first and second time. 

House wont into connnittco and report- 
ed tho bill complete to thu house. 

On consideration of the report, 

I^Ir. Grant moved the following addi- 
tional .section: "It shall not be lawful for 
any pcr.sim to obtain any .sum of iiKUioy 
on" the credit of the gciverninoiit of Brit- 
ish Columbia, either by issue of deben- 
tures, or as a teniiiorary loan, or by an 
overdraft at a bank without having tirst 
obtained therefor the sanction of tho legis- 
lative assembly." 

Tlio. lion inovor said that it was desir- 
able in the interests of the province that 
this section should bo added, for it would 
prevent any large expenditure of public 
monies further than those provided by tho 
legislature. 

Mr. Semlin socondod. 

lion. Mr. Robson said if he could com- 
prehend the clause be niit;lit bo able to 
speak intclli;4ently 011 the iiialtur. It 
might be 011 account r,f his obtiiseiiess. It 
liacl never before been attempteil to tack 
such a clause on the supply bill. It was 
probably tho last dying groan of lier Ma- 
jesty's loyal opposition (laughter). He 
could not soo the reasonablenesa of the 
[iropoKition. Former governmonts had 
contracted uuicli larger overdrafts, in pro- 
portion, than any which had been nuulo 
by the present govertinietit. Tho govorn- 
niont of which the lion, leader of the op- 
position was a member liad frenueiitly 
contracted overdrafts. Tho clause was 
simply a reflection on all previous govern- 
ments, iis it teticied to show that the 
house hail not conrKlence in the ;.'ovorn- 
inoiit. Till! eoiiliileiice reiiosed in the 
governiiieiit heretofore had never been 
betr.iyed in the e.\erciso of tlii.s power. 
He certainly could regard it in no other 
light than that of a resolution of censure, 
and thought there was no necessity for 
tho clause, 

Mr. Beaven eoiisidereil the clause aa 
conlaiiiing no rellection u])oii the govern- 
nient, and the clause, in his opinion, was 
a most proper one. As the linance 
initiistor had claimed there wus no neces- 
sity for an overdraft for the noxt two 
years, ho thought this was a very opixir- 
tttiie tiiiio to introduce it into tho supply 
bill. 

Hon. Mr. Uiinsiiiiii!' thoiti^lit, tho resolu- 
tion tin extreinelj' silly one, for it aotiglil 
to prevent everybody elao but the govern- 
ment of British Columbia from contract- 
ing an overdraft at the . bank. Ho would 
suggest to tho hon'. member for Cassiar to 
withdraw the resolution. It was a rellec- 
tion on the hitter's intelligence. 

Hon. Mr. Turner was very much of the 
same opinion as tho hon. president of the 
council. Tho clause might read, "It, shall 
not bo lawful for Willis Bond to obtain a 
sum of money 011 tho creditof the govern- 
ment" (laughter.) Ho was of opinion that 
tho clause liiul been prepared at an earlier 
stage of the sesaioii, but owing to the sat 
isfactory state of tho linaiices of tho coun- 
try tho opposition had held it back and 
sought at this last and most ino|)portitne 
•moment to incorporate it into tho supply 
bill. TK'oyl&d prophesiod through theii 
prosn and in this Inuiao that at the 
end of the pieseiit liseal year lliero would 
bo nothing left of tlie million Inivn, imii 
were Intterly diM;i]ipoiiiled becaiiso it was 
shown that tliere was .'j-loU.OOO at the 
credit .of tlio province in (ho Uiink of 
British Columbia. After referring to the 
buBinessliko and eoonuinioal nianner in 
which the affaiis of the country had lieoii 
conducted, he sliowed what a liainporcd 
position (I govenniieiit would occupy if 
they were not allowed tn contract an over- 
draft. Tliiiy might have oonsidorablo 
outstantling revenue, but by this clause 
they would at times bo i)rovontod from 
paying bills due for months, and wurknion 
would bo thus delayed in securing wages 
duo them, Tho proposition was a most 
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livisioii belli; 
reailitii,', it was carrii 
II, and the lull p.issed. 

M l-;.ssAi;n.s FiKiM iii.s iio.Miii 
Mr. .Speaker read two mess;i',a 
his honor, one consenting to the increase 
of the sum in the (lUartK bill from thirty- 
live thousand to sixty-four thousand dol- 
lars; the other consentint' to tho amend- 
ment made in the Kootenay bill.

House went, into cuminittoe on the 
Kootenay bill amondmont, 

The amendment w.is reported to the 
house, adopted, and the bill read a third 
time and passed. 

XOOTK.NAV LAM> (lUA.ST. 

Tho bill granting 200,000 acres to tlie 
Kootenay and Columbia lliver Railway 
company was read a third time and passed. 

MININO AND INDIAN RESEKVES. 

Mr. IMcLeese moved tlie adoption of 
this bill. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the bill was sure 
til be disallowed at Ottawa. The free 
miner liatl alreadj' the right, according to 
his tlieory, of mining on these reserves. 
'J'ho passing of this mensuro was ackiiow- 
Iddgiiig that free miners had not the 
right, and tliis^house could not, by legis-_ 
lating, give it to them. If thoy had no 
right, the bill was useless. If they had a 
right, the bill was iiniu-cessary. 

Mr. McLeeac said liis object was simply 
to doinoiistrate the right of minora to en- 
ter on Indian reaei ve.s for mining pur- 
poses. Ho did not wish to withdraw the 
bill, nor did he want it killed. 

lion. INIr. Davie said ho recognized tho 
good principle of the bill, but thought the 
passing of it would not attain what was 
sought. It would simply cast a doubt 
upon tho miner's right. 

After consitlerablu discussion on the 
matter, tho atlid-ncy-geiieral said that ;ia 
the right existeil before confederation 
ho thought that the free miner still had 
the privilege. 

Mr. McLeese .said that tlie Dominion 
had ((uestioncd it. This hill would give 
tho free miner power to enter upon tho 
lands, .ind if the Dominion still objected 
it would bo a matter of issue between the 
two govern inenta. 

After further remark, Mr. McLeeso 
said that as there was no doubt the bill 
would be voted down, he would 
withdraw it. Ho trusted now 
the government had had their 
attention called to it, thoy would 
take onoi getio steps to settle any dispute 
(hoar, hear). 

Tho order for tho third reading was 
discharged. 

OKANVILLE .SQUATTKK.S. 

Hon. T. Davie, in moving tho second 
reading of this measure, said that the bill 
had been agreed upon between tho coin- 
pnny and the government and this fact 
was recited in tlie iireainhle. The hon. 
geiitleniaii revieweil the events leading ti|i 
to this measure; that .'\lr. A'an Horno had 
visited tho province in August, 1884, when 
negotiations were opene<l for extending 
the line to Coal Harbor and English Bay, 
in consideration of which undertaking the 
govorninent had agreed to grant tho com- 
pany (i.OOO acres of land, which included 
the unoccupied p.art of the town plot of 
Granville; that prior to IMr. \'an Home's 
visit the land was resei veil, but several 
persons had siiuatled 011 lots in Granville, 
and in cari-ying out tho bnigain the com- 
pany had agreed to grant a hit to each 
sipiattor who had bnm fidu located on any 
lot previous to Mr. Van llorne'a visit 
and who had iiiado substantial iniptovo- 
inents on his location; that in carrying 
out this intention, Mr. .Smith", thu late 
chief coniiiiissioiier of lands and works, had 
written to Mr. Beatty, who wvs acting on 
bohalf of the company, asking iioriiiissioii 
to state to all persons who had hioatod be- 
fore Mr. Van Homo's visit and had im- 
proved tlieir lots that the company would 
soil his location to each settlor at §200. 
Mr. Hniithc'.s letter said that the number 
was believed not to exceed a dozen. An 
answer had been returned by Mr. Beattj', 
a'.^reuing to t he proposal, tliongli not in 
the same ternis aa Mr. Smithe's letter. 
'I'lio company had settled with thirteen 
claimants, hub in all there wore twenty - 
eight, and some of the unsettled ones had 
taken their cases into court, but had been 
defeated 011 the ground thiit tho letters 
between Mr. Smithc and Mr. Beatty did 
not constitute an agreement. 'I'lie cases 
woro tried- before tlm Cliiof .Iiistice, and 
in one case a jury. Although deciding 
against flie: 'plalntil& ju , tho^^^ the 
jury in the one case and the Chief .Iiis- 
tico in tho other had hold that thoy came 
fidly within the terms of Mr. .Smithe's 
letter as having located in a homi fide 
nianner and liaving made substantial iin- 
l)rovomonls. These suits had been 
appealed and were still ponding. 
The company . was anxious to havo 
the oases settled, and although disputiiiL' 
that tho chdnnints were entitled to tho 
lotj, woro willing to refer all the claims 
to arbitration. This was a favorable plan 
for tho chiiniiints also, for it oiionud the 
door which so fur had been shut against 
them by the decision of the court. 

Tho selocb committee had reported that, 
there woro. 28 claimants for hits undor the 
arrangement between Mr. Smythe uud 



Mr. Beatty, and 13 having boon settled 
with left 15 yet undisposed of and dis- 
puted by tlio com])any. ( )f these Ihe 
company had signitied their wiUiiiL^iie.ss 
to allow ('), and the bill ]irfiviiled thai 
forthwith on t he [lassai^e of ihe ;iet the 
coiiipaiiy sliimld give their lots lo the (i, 
whose claims thoy woro now willing to 
admit, anil that the remaining li only 
should bo referred to arbitration. 

Regarding the arbitrators, if the 
government and tho coiniiany could 
agree, one Sole arbitrator would be 
a|ipointod, but if a sole arbitrator 
could not be agreed iijioii, then the gov- 
ernment and the company w ere to a|iiMiint 
iin arbitrator each and Chancellor Boyd 
of Ontario, who has been selected as arbi- 
trator betWBon the Uominion iiiid tho C, 
P. 11. and who will be here in a short 
time to conduct tho Dominion arbitration, 
or such ijorson as he may name, will be 
aiipointed third arbitrator. In default of 
the appointtiient of arbitrators .my jiid^je 
of the siiiirenie court of Brilisli Coliiinbi.i 
would have power to a[jpoiiit tlieiii. It 
was considered, both by the company and 
llie government, that as some of tho 
judges had already adjudicated upon tile 
claims in question and upon matters re- 
lating to the extension, it would ho more 
acce|)table that some one who had L^iv'en 
no rulings in rel;ition to the Mibjeet 
slioiililbeaskedtodeei.il-. The eo.slsof 
the arbitration would be boriu' einially be- 
tween the coniiKiiiy and the gi iveriiiiieiit, 
and all claims other than those referred to 
aibitration would be barred. 

Mr. Beaven said that the whole matter 
should havo been settled before the crown 
mailt was issued to the trustees of the 
companj'. The letters which passed be- 
tween the then chief coiiiiiiissioiier and 
.Mr. lieatty was no ai^reeiiieiit at all. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir would siinpl}' re- 
mind the hon. leader of the opposition 
that the gmerniiieiit were .-iwai-e that the 
letters oxistetl; tho chief commissioner 
did not exist. The government was en- 
deav oroig to make a reasnnahlo settlement 
and there was no use in cryiii 
milk. 

.Mr. Beaven in the chief commissioner's 
action, recognized the action of the gov- 
ernment of which ho was a ineinber. In- 
stead of allowing the company to sell 
these lots to the s(|uatters the government 
themselves should have undertook tho 
adjtiatinunt of all claims to lots in tho old 
liranville townsito. He at first had 
thought tho 0. P. R. had been doing a 
wrong, but after iierusing the docuinonts 
he hatl a very diO'orent impression. The 
ohiuf coinmisaioner's letter to Mr. Beatty 
said that so far as his information went, 
there would not be more than a dozen lota 
claimotl. They had recognized thirteen, 
and were willing, tio recognize six more. 
This was generous when there was but a 
dozen in the first place. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — The hon. gentle- 
man is altogether wrong in his interpreta- 
tion of tho wording of tho letter. It is 
stated so far as the information went. 
No decided statement was made as to 
number. 

Mr. Beaven did not think so. Looking at 
the matter as between man and man, why 
should not the principle, if it is good, act 
in tho liftooii ca.sos. 

Hon. Mr. Robson — Why arbitrate on 
points already conceded ? 

Mr. Beaven said that ho thought tirbi- 
tratioii should be had on all cases. 

Hon. Mr. Robaoii — Well, that's the 
rummest thing I overboard. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Beaven thought a better selection 
than ClianceUor Boyd could hot_ have 
been made. The clause reforriiig to the 
decLsion of the arbitrators did not fully 
meet thb rotiuirements. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — There are throe arbi- 
trators. One may dnd against tho claim, 
the other two in favor of it. That settles 
it. They could not do otliorwise. There 
must be two on one side. 

Mr. Beaven said that one might find in 
favor, another might take a ditl'eront view 
as to what coiutitutoil substantial im- 
provements, while tho tliird would be 
against. 

Mr. Higgins wanted more information. 
It seemed to him that the bill ignored or 
set aside tho report of the committee on 
the Granville claims. That committee 
held a long inquiry and niado an exhaus- 
tive report — two reports, in fact, which 
reached tho saino conclusion by a tlifferent 
route. These reports fouiul that certain 
persons had bona fide located on lots at 
Granville , prior to Ms. Van Home's liist 
visit. This bill says that the same iiersons 
inontionod in the reports "claimetl to be 
entitled" to tho several lots. Tho com- 
niittno had found that thoy are entitled 
and should have thoir lots. Again tho bill 
seemed to re(]uire that those persons 
should have "personally located." The 
connnittee, in opposition to Mr. Hamil- 
ton's opinion, found that under 
the liuid laws of tho province 
a person might be a bomt lidc 
occupant or locateo of land by tenant or 
.•vgont. Now if the bill swept away tlnit 
finding where would the bulk of the 
claimants be ? There was one consolation, 
tho company had granted lots to several 
persons who had never resided at all on 
the lots thoy received. If the company 
was preparetl to deal with all the claimants 
on that basis the duties of the arbitrators 
would bo light indeed. 

Hon. Mr. Davie stiid the two points 
raised by tho former speaker had not been 
lost sight of. The present bill was an 
ngreeinoilt between the governiiient and 
the company, and if that was altered there 
wouhl bo no agreonient. 'I'hu second sec- 
tion, it would bo seen, jirovidetl that the 
letters in question would be considered as 
an agreoineet between tho comji'iny and 
tho government, and would form the 
ground upou which the claims would be 
arbitrated.' There was no mention in 
these of personal occupation. With regard 
to the second point, it was not for the 
govorninent to decide finally in the mat- 
ter. Otherwise what would be the use of 
the arbitration 'i The select conimitteo's 
reijort would ho no di ubt placed before 
tho arbitrators, but its finding could not 
detormino the tinuiiig of the arbitration. 

Mr. Semlin could not understand tho 
bill. Who wore the favored six ? Did 
the government know who thoy woro I 

Hon. Mr. Davio — No; tho goveriiinont 
are not aware who thoy arc. 

Hon. Mr. Dunsmuir — Tho governniont 
don't accept the six only. They say that 
tlio fifteen havo a right to bo given thoir 
lots. What nioro can they do I 

Mr, Semlin could not understand (he 
bill, and did not kifow whether ho would 
vote for it or not. 

Mr. Grant did not think there should 
be a favored six selected. The govern- 
ment should protect the fifteen. 

Hon. Messrs. Robson and Dunsmuir 
endoavorod to convince tho hon. gentle- 
men that tho govorninent did not accept 
tho six. Thoy insisted that the lifteen 
should bo given thoir lots. 

Mr. Grant thought that thoy were not 
doing BO. He said that hon. guutlemen 
opposite were endeavoring to cast the 
blame for the looso transaction on the 
late premier. 

Hon Mr. Robson said tlie implication 
was entirely wrong. No one on tho gov- 
ornmont side had endoavorod to do any- 
thing 80 cowardly. Rather than any such

THE GRANVlliLE SQUATTERS. 

After many months of weary watching 
and waiting, two exhaustive inquiries by 
legislative committooa, and at lonst two 
expensive suits at law, there would appear 
to bo reasonable ground for indulgence in 
llie hope that justice will at lust be 
secured for the scjuatters on Granville 
town lots. The bill that passed the 
House last night is in the nature of an 
agreement between the railway company 
and the government. By that agreement 
the company concede that six of the 
claims they have heretofore declined to 
recognize aro good and consent to submit 
the remaining nine (tliero aro only fifteen 
claims covering sixteen lots in dispute) to 
arbitration. The Attoriiey-deiieral, in 
introducing the bill to the House, said 
that it was the intention of the govern 
ment (should a sole arbitrator nob be ac- 
ceptable to all parties) to ap- 
point, as their representative on 
the arbitration board, a gentleman 
Willi would be acceptable to the 
8 platters and whose nomination would bo 
iijiproved of by them. The second arbi- 
trator would bo selected by the company, 
TIio umpire will probably bo Chancellor 
li'iytl of Ontario. This arrangouieut, 
while it is not in all respects as good as 
desired, is perhaps the best that could 
have been made^uuder^the circumsbjinces. 
The public .will see. thaii.the company with 
its immense monetaiy resources have the 
whip-hand of the squatters; 'and while in 
the end many of the claimants would have 
triumphed it would only have been after 
long, painful and expensive litigation, 
which few of the parties opposing the 
company could afford to engage in. "With 
a bonrd of arbitrators constituted as has 
been indicated and an umpire of the high 
character of Chancellor Boyd t(j finally 
adjudicate in case of dispute, we are of 
opinion that justice; will, be meted out to 
thei unfortunate men who, have been for 
Bo ■ lotag a timiB' deprived of rights to 
which in the 'opinion of the 
squatters' committee they are entitled, in 
equity if not .strictly in law. They went 
on the land in good faith. Thoy cleared 
lots and put up buildings, wliich thoy oc- 
cupied either by themselves, agonta 
or tenants, prior to the date of A'^aii 
Home's first visit in August, 1884. They 
have since hftld on to the lots and con- 
tinued to improve them, and it would now 
be an act of cruelly and tyranny to dis- 
possess men ^ho^ ib'Iias'b'eto'sho^n, have 
acted in good faith .throughout ^^nd ad- 
hered to the spirit of the agreement made 
by the late Mr. Smithe with the railway 
company. It is not going too far when we 
venture tiie remark that had Mr. 
.Smithe lived a few months longer 
this arbitiation would have been 
unneccBSurj'. With his living testimony 
to confront tlie ruling of the company's 
(itliciala all would have been well with the 
H(£uattorH. His evidence, alas ! is un- 
available; and by another disastrous event 
— the great.fite at ViSn'ddiiyiy— by which 
eyery scrap of wntttnii testmtoity,^ .t4;)j;otlicr 
with houses and laud-marks, was des- 
troyed, the case for the squatters was 
rendered still more difficult and uncertain. 
But wo begin to hope that the .settlors 
are nb(mt to hiive their iniiiugs, and that 
tlie passage of the arbitration bill nic.-iii:; 
a large measure of justice to most of the 
claimants wliose titles have been unsettled 
by the arbitrary ruling of ytho 'railway 
company's ofiiciuls. '

Tlio chain 
was attached in tho middle to a swivol 
with a long chain wliich ran through sev- 
eral staples on thu Hoor. 

In his cell was a cigar-bn.x full of sand, 
which was used as a cuspidor, alt hough 

"Martin noithor chewed nor smoked. 
. yhon his guard wa.s nob watcliinj,', ho had 
uied the sand to wear away tho swivel. 

IIK WALKS OUT. 

Sunday niglit his guard, II. L. Tarley, 
rolled up hia coat and hiid down near tho 
priaoner to take a sinoko. The prisoner 
was reading, tlie lamp being between 
fchem. ;and tw.o revolvers on the table. 
Farley fell asleep. Marthi separated his 
leg cliain from tlio long chain and left, 
locking the coll door boliiiid him. Farley 
woke up shortly afterward, and wns an 
hour in waking up the other atteudmit, 
who was asleep in a room above. 
. Seareh vvas begun at once. Martin wan

(MlnhiE iEiecord.) ;. - 

The Alaskan still continues to. issue 
with tho aid of two Britishers and the 
United States navy. 

Tho Oreat Eastern tunnel, back of 
Douglas Uily, is being pushed ahead as 
usuiil. 'J'liis tunnel is now in about 110 
feet, having extended beyond the "hang- 
ing" wall between 70 and 80 feet. 

Tho residents of Sitka devote their 
spara time in "playing court," and have 
liad the "beditorial" masher of the Alas- 
k<in on trial for breach of promise, evi- 
dently witli tlie intention of instructing 
liim iti the ways of "Hamerica." 

E. 11. Wald. Es(i., «f Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, pas.sed through .luneau on the 
Anciiii I'll mute to Sitka. Mr. Wald comes 
to Alaska to m'ce])t the appointment as 
deputy eiillector of customs at (>unalaska, 
in ])lacu of Col. Barry, who filled that 
position for .icveral years. 

Lieut, (ieo. T. Emmons, U. S. N., 
passed through this [ilaee on the Ancon 
for Sitka where he intends siiending the 
summer. Mr. Liniuoiis has s|)eiit several 
years in Alaska on board govornment ves- 
sels aud duiiiiL' that time accuiiuilated a 
large and valuable collection of curios. 
He has obtained a leave of absence for 
ono year, a lartror jKirtion of which time 
ho will spend in .-Vlaska. 

C. -X. Swineford, president of the Lake 
Moiiiitnin mining company, whose ]iro- 
purty is located near Sitka, passed through 
this piaeo on tlie .\iieoii I'li /■lo/^c for Sitka. 
Mr. Swineford brought, with him a force 
of moil from tbe east, and informs us 
that ho will push work vigorously on the 
Lucky Uliniu lode tliis summer, with a 
view to a thoruULdi devulopmont. 

Mr. Jules Carle, of .Sitka, recently 
celebrated his seventy-second birthday. 
Mr. Carle is tho person who some years 
ago, while stojiping at a hotel in New 
Wostmiiistef, British Columbia, was taken 
severely ill, dropped oil' in a trance, and 
to nil appearances was dead. Hi.s friends 
arranged for the funeral, and after being 
lowered in tho grave the noise made by 
the clogs of earth thrown on the colhn 
awakened him to consciousness. By sup- 
erhuman efforts he managed to make 
noise loud enough to bo heard by those 
standing arnmid the grave. The eoltin 
was raised, the lid hastily removed, and 
Mr. Carle, to the great surprise aud joy 
of his friends, arose and walked back to 
town in perfect health. 

(Free I'ross.) 
This week I wenty-four men started for 
the Yukon, iiiakiiig now in all about 125 
wlio have gone in this spring. Another 
party now here will start in soon after the 
arrival of tlie -Xneoii. 

Lato operations on the -M.-iska L'niou 
Tramwaj' prove it a sueeeas. Tbe cars 

run through by gravitation from the up- j GOVERNMENT STREET, 
per to the lower bins without stoppage. 
Tlie lower bin is now being filled with ore 

preparatory to starting up the mill. 

The silver iiiines in (ilacier \iiiy aro at- 
traeting some titteut ion, and an important 
sale is now pending on a group of loca- 
tions. That section .ihows up some very 
lino galena and gray copper ores, carry- 
ing gray sulphiirets and native silver. 

W'ork has again been resumed on the 
muin tiuinel at the Ahiska Union, there 
now being an abundance of water to run 
tho drills. In about 100 feet more tho 
vein will bo intersected. It is the inten- 
tion to coiniiict this tunnel with that be- 
ing run in on tlio vein, and at the junc- 
tion of the two a wiiiz will be run to tho 
surface. 

When John TreadwoU returns, probab- 
ly on the Eldtir» things wUl take a decided 
boom. Ho will commence work im- 
mediately upon an addition of 120 stamps 
to the old mill, and will put u[) a plant of 
i;.'0 stamps on the ]noperty below the 
Paris. This will give hundreds of men 
omployineiit and throw thousands of dol- 
lars in circulation. 

Russian explorations made years ago at 
Cook's inlot state that gravel deposits 
were found that yielded fifty cents in gold 
tu the pan. The Russians did sbmo min- 
ing there, but with what results is not 
known. Last year two miners reported 
§50 rocker digging.s on the Susbitna river, 
a large stream llowiiig into the Inlet from 
the northwest, but the reiiorts are credi- 
ted as not being reliable. 

The section of country that is now at- 
tracting the iiioit attention from our 
iiiiuing populace, is on Copper river, be- 
tween Mt. St. EliiLS ;n..l Mt. Wraiigel, tho 
two highest niountain.s on the .-Vmerican 
continent. It is known to contain great 
beds of copper ore, carrying native copper 
and consiileiablo Bilver,as specimens of the 
ore brought down by government ofiicers 
and natives, and the copper implements 
of war in the hands of the latter, have 
proven as mueli. 

Mr. D. S. (;ndd;nd informs us that as 
.■iooii as the snow di.sappeais he will look 
over tho Newell projierty in the Basin, 
and if lie tiiids things favorable, a ten- 
stamp mill will be put up to prospect the 
mine. The mill is ready and will be ship- 
ped immediately if Mr. Goddard makes a 
favor.ilile report.

WAOON TIRB.S BILL. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said this bill was a 
move in the rightdirection, asanyone who 
was acquainted with tho way the roads 
woie cut up hy vehicles with narrow-tired 
wdieels would admit. Ho would not take 
u|) the time of the house in discussing 
it, as all must be alive to its import- 
ance, and would therefore confine 
himself to moving the second reading of 
the bill. lie would simply impress upon 
hoii. members the f.act that wide tiros act 
as rollers while narrow tires cut up llio 
best roads in tho country , and instanced 
the roads in Lake and Saanicli districts. 
If lion, inombers though it would prove a 
hardship to farmers they could move that 
the bill do not come into oper.ation for a 
•specilied time. The l)ill was a necessity 
to preserve our system of roads, and be 
liojiod it would pass. 

Mr. Anderson said the bill would be of 
great benelit to his district, and especi- 
ally now, as the roads were being covered 
with r;ick, over which wide tires would 
travel easier than narrow tires. Before 
the stone was put upon the .Saanicli roads 
the narrow tired vehicles .always cut deep 
into the gravol, making iiuicli mud, but 
the wide tiros would put an end to this, 
and be iiilonded to vote for tho bill. 
( Hoar, hear). 

Mr. Beaven termed the bill a "fad," and 
said he would vote agahiat it, because it 
was a measure for which ho saw no neces- 
sity, 

Hon. Mr. Vernon said if the road bed 
was made jiroperly it was a matter of in- 
diflbrence wdiother the tires v,-ero wide or 
narrow. Too nitich uioney was spent 
upon tho roads now, considering our 
revenue, and he referred to tho system 
adopted in Washington Territory of luvy- 
ing a special tax for road purposes. There 
wore in this province 2,300 miles of roads 
irrespective of bridges. Ho thought the 
bill would give a great deal of trouble, 
and if paaaeJ it would bo repealed before 
many years. 

Hon. Mr. Turner was amazed at tho 
stand taken by the loader of tho opixisi- 
tion, and could only attribute it to the fact 
that ho knew uotli'iigof what he was talk- 
ing about. In the portion of lOiiLdaiul he 
(IMr. Turner) came from tho roads were 
kept in admirable condition by the use of 
wide tires, and if they were adopted in 
this province thousands of dollars would 
be saved to the country (hear), 

Mr. Higgins was opposed to the bill and 
would vote against it. If such a bill were 
to pass it would cost every farmer in his 
district at leant S'lO for every vehicle ho 
puiisessed. If passed at all it should apply 
to every district m the province and not 
t)o Yigtoria district as was intended, but 



as it was now lie meant to vote against 
tho second reading. 

Mr. John was satisQod tho wide-tiro 
system was the best for the roads; but 
from the remarks he had heard from bon. 
inembors ho felt the farmorii would object 
to it owiuj; to the cost oiitaiied in chang- 
ing their vehicles from the narrow to tho 
widi. tires. The bill would bo of much 
good as regards the preservation of the 
loads; but ho felt in the interest of bis 
constituoiits ho could not vote for tho 
aecoiid reading. 

Mr. .\iulerson illustrated the benefits 
of wide tires as used on English roads. 

Mr. Duck was ojiposed to the bill ns it 
would do an injustice to those who at 
present owned narrow-tired vehicles. 

Mr. McLeese said tho wide-tiro system 
had been tried in Cariboo and did not 
work. 

Mr. Miirtin said his reason for voting 
for the second reading was that wide 
wagon tires were used iu Ontario. (Laugh- 
ter. ) 

Tho mill ion for the second reading was 
then put and lost, by a vote of H to 8.
